1. According to Dr P of the Institute of Mathematics of New York U^iv., 
in 1-lay 1963 Di^ELOTSERKIVoKYI , Russ ian . chief of Aejton afr bics departm ent of 
Moscow Mathematics Institute of the Acad emy of Scien ces visited for 3 weeks
